DUBLIN,  June  2. 

The  houfe  of  lords  met  on  Thurf- 
day,  and  after  a  bonverfati  >n,  in  which 
lord  Dilloo,  the  earl  of  Cure,  lord  So- 
merton,  lord  Glenworth,  &C.  joined, 
relative  to  the  conduct  of  gen.  Dun- 
das,  againit  the  rebels,  their  lordlhips 
adjourned    to  Monday. 

1  lie  following  proclamation  w<is 
diftributed  on  Tuetday,  through  the 
county  of  Kilkenny :

ficn  of  the  fame  ;  and  that  all  peifons 
acting fn  the  prefent  rebellion,  or  it) 
any  wife  aiding  or  aflilling  therein, 
will  be  treated  by  him  as  rebels,  and 
punifhed  accordingly. 

"Major  general  fir  Charles  Afgi! , 
hereby  leqnires  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  county  of  Kilkenny  and  the  coun- 
ty of  the  city  (not  including  the  town 
and  its  ing rates)  the  r.iagiltrates,  mi- 
litary perlbns  in  uniform,  and  all  thofe 
with  palfcs  from  fir  Charies  Afgil,  ex- 
cepted,to  remain  vv  ithin  their  refpeit- 
ive  dwellings  from  9  o'clock  at  night 
till  five  in  the  morning,  under  pain  of 
punifiiment." 

A  umilar  proclamation  was  i  fined 
for  the  city,  and  irifhtown,  but  allow- 
ing the  citizens  an  hour  and  a  half 
more  in  the  evening  to  be  out  of  their 
d  wellii.gs. 

AH  biifinefs  that  does  not  in  a  man- 
ner immediately  relate  to  food  ami 
cioathing,  is  abiblutely  at  a  Hand  in 
this  city. 

Tellerday,  the  right  honorable,  the 
lord  mayor,  attended  by  Mr.  Dawfbn, 
the  high  conllable,  fpent  above  two 
hours  fearching  all  parts  under  the  jibtr 
liament  houfe,  left  any  combnflibTeS 
ihonld  be  thereconcealed,  by  any  con- 
ti  i\ at  ce  of  the  rebels,  who  now  Hop  at 
no  hellilh  machination  to  favor  their 
horrid  purpofes.

OBSERVATIONS. 

Several  important  reflect  ionSfuggc-ft 
tbemfelvea  to  us,  upon  conuMering  ihe 
above  t'at'ts.  It  is  evident,  that  the 
preiident  confide  rs  every  thing  apper- 
taining to,  or  in  tlie  gilt  ot*  tne  gov- 
ernment, a.<  hh  eftatt*  that  it  is  his  in- 
tention to  divide  it  as  fitch,  among!! 
every  branch  ot*  his  family  ;  and  that 
in  the  execution  of  this  honell  defign, 
alter  having  heaped  olhce  alter  oihee 
on  his  iooty  Ion,  li is  paternal  affection 
for  his  family  indticed  him  CO  make 
this  abortive  attempt  to  provide  for 
his  daughter's  huiband  alfo.  Will 
tin's  difappoilitment  have  a  tendency 
to  fatisfy  the  pi  ef.denc  with  the  te- 
nure by  which  lie  at  prefent  holds  this 
eft  ate ;  or  will  it  not  make  him  the 
more  anxious  to  i  educe  to  practice  his 
favorite  theory  of  hereditary  right  ; 
and  to  remove  every  obltacle  which 
now  obftriuts  his  willies,  to  divide  '  .IU 
that  ellate  according  to  his  will  audi  the Phikdelpb 
pleafure. 

The  fenate,  though  fubmiilive  2nd 
obedient  to  the  president's  wiil  in  all 
national  meafures,  would  not,  even  to 
pleafe  him,  give  up  the  additional 
chance  of  obtaining  offices,  which  they 
aad  their  friends  now  derive  from  the 
rule  laid  down  by  the  preiident  him  - 
ftlf,  to  exclude  all  republicans  from 
office,  t  his  proves  that  the  manner 
in  which  this  eP  ate  ib  to  be  divided, 
forms  the  principal  object  of  their 
care  and  attention.  But  it  was  an  act 
of  ingratitude  in  them,  as  long  as  the 
preiident  generally  conferred  all  of- 
fices  on  themjfelvei,  their  friends  and 
party,  not  to  conlhler  col.  Smith's  cafe 
as  a  proper  exception  to  the  general 
rule  ;  becaufe  it  certainly  was- bath  the 
duty  and  the  right  ot  the  prefident  to' 
provide1  for  the  whole  of  his  family, 
however  exceptionable  any  particular 
members  of  it  might  be. 

It  will  be  Worth  the  trouble  it  will 
colt,  to  afcei  tain,  certainly,  in  what 
the  mijiakc,  as  to  Dayton's  nominati. 
on,  really  confided.  No  man  can  be 
fool  enough  to  believe,  thai  the  prefi- 
deht  actually  made  a  mijlake  in  nomi 
nating  him  at  a  eolcrte!,  inflead  of  a 
brigadier-general  ;  efpccially  as  on 
tiie  day  that  he  made  the  firft  nomina- 
tion, no  officer  was  nominated  of  a 
higher  rank  than  a  colonel  ;  befides, 
niijlakes  never  happen  in  fitch  import- 
ant nominations.  1  he  vitftake  then 
■Hiuit  either  have  happened  from  a 
n  Ifandarltanding  of  the  terms  of  the* 
Contract  entered  into  with  Dayton  tor 
his  fei  vices;  or  if  no  fuch  fpecial  con- 
trac  Waj  nude  with  him,  as  to  the 
value  of  the  fervices  which  he  had  ac- 
tually rendered,  ac  the  time  of  his  no- 
mination. 

But  let  this  miftake  have  happened 
in  whichfoever  of  thefe  ways  it  may 
have  done,  it  reflects  the  greateli  ho- 
nor on  Dayton's  patrlotifm  and  inde- 
pendence, that  he  had  relblution  en- 
ough to  reftife  to  receive  any  thiuc  lc/s 
than  his  price  :  and  it  is  a  high  proof 
of  the  liberaliry  and  gratitude  of  the

ca, and  approved  by  the  fenate  from 
the  purell  motives  — to  officers,  who, 
without  regai  d  to  pei Tonal  emolument 
or  aggrandizement,  have  now  llept 
forward  to  bear  all  the  inconvenien 
ces  and  danger*  attendant  on  a  war, 
which  their  love  tr>  their  country,  'us 
liberty  and  Independence,  induced 
them  fo  ftiongly  to  advocaie.
